purchase of a $27,000 or a $37,000 pump 
from them.

Mr. H. C. Berghoff and 
other members of the Berghoff brewing 
company brought an expert from Chi- 
cag . fle pronounced the old and con- 
demned pump as good as new, with 
slight repairs.

other experts had given similar opin- 
ions. 
These are now public property, 
hence we give them.

The threshing machine men are all 
doing a bigger and better business than 
for some years past in getting out the 
wheat. 
This results in part from the 
larger yield of wheat than is common 
for the season. 
Few farmers report less 
than seventeen bushels to the acre and 
numbers reach from 
twenty-five 
to 
twenty-eight bushels to the acre, and a 
few even more than this. 
The price 
charged by the threshers is from three 
to four cents per bushel, and from 1,000 
to 1,500 is often threshed when only 
one stand of the thresher and engine is 
made.

Hon. TTm. Fleming Explains it to the 
Business Men's Exchange. 


Hon. J . B. White presided at the 
meeting of the Easiness Men's exchange 
last night and there was a very large at- 
tendance. 
Hon. 
Wm. Fleming was 
present by invitation to present his lake 
project to the members of the exchange. 


Mr. Fleming said the city owned some 
thirty-five acres of land on the north 
aide. 
Out of this a twenty-five acre lake 
could be formed for the simple cost of 
making its embankments at $1.50 per 
lineal foot. 
He explained that v."ivil 
Engineer Goshom had taken soundings 
and levels. 
He could guarantee five 
foot of water in every portion of the lake 
and conneoting it with the feeder canal 
would 
give 
an 
uninterrupted 
boat 
and waterway to the upper 
St. 
Joe 
river. 
He 
explained 
how 
con- 
gress 
had 
appropriated 
$15,000 to 
oonneot Fish lake, which covers 740 
acres in Hteuben oonnty, with the head 
waters of the St. Joe, and demonstrated 
that direct from that source a water sup- 
ply could be brought down into the city 
lake without the outlay of a dollar. 


He then said that this lake and canal 
would give a $2,500 turbine water wheel 
400 horse power. These wheels could do 
the city pumping and furnish the elec- 
tric light power for one third their pres- 
ent cost—and he said the canal company 
was going to make such a proposition to 
the city. 


He told how the city could furnish 
and sell to the ioe dealers of the city 
their stock of ioe annually, and figuring 
the output at 25,000 tons, and 20 cents a 
ton, the city would realize annually 
$7,500 from this source. 
He related 
how the lake would cheapen the cost of 
water to the people and furnish them as 
well as people from abroad a pleasure 
resort—this being another source 
of 
revenue. 


Mr. Fleming said he waa satisfied and 
would guarantee that the lake project 
was not only feasiblo and advantageous 
but also profitable for the city. He said.
